The Huntington and Speyer holdings, 
which the Union PacifiC company 
bought about two years ago, aggre- 
gated $75,900,000. These included prac- 
tically ali the stock held by the estate 
of Collis P. Huntington, and the large 
share holdings of H. E. Huntington. — 

The additional purchases of Southern 
Pacific stock made by E. H. Harriman 
and his associates for the Union 
PacifiC road are said to have 
been inspired, partly by  Harri- 
man's confidence in the  earn- 
ing capacity of the Southern Pacific 
lines. and partly by the desire of the 
Union Pacific people to secure an abso. 
tute hold on the Southern and Central 
Pacific. 

Payment for the 
$15,000,000 Southern Pacific stock is 
said to have been made by the issue 
of additional 4 per cent. convertible 
bonds of the Union Pacific, completing 
the autherized issue of $100,000,000 of 
these bonds. The aggregate amount of 
Southern Pacific Railroad stocks out- 
standing is something over $197,000,000, 
and the closing quotation of these 
shares in the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday was 64.

In April, 1899, the War Department 
bought the steamship Egbert, paying 
Rernard N. Baker of Baltimore $200,000 
for her. She was taken to San Fran- 
cisco and used about two years and 
a half in the Mantla-San Francisco 
transport: system, and during that 
time something like $244,000 was ex- 
pended upon her in repairs. Some 
weeks ago she was advertised for sale, 
and bids for her were opened in San 
Francisco May 20. On bid was re- 
ceived. It was an offer of $10,000 for 
her. That bid was rejected, and a 
board of army officers was appointed 
to make investigation and find out how 
much the ship is worth today. They 
reported that as she lies in the water 
now. without an American register, she 
is worth $60,000, but that if Congress 
will give her American register she 
is worth $82,000, which is $118,000 less 
than she cost three years ago, and 
$362,000 less than her total cost to the 
government, including repairs. Sec- 
retary of War Root has told all about 
this in his letter to Congress and has 
asked Congress to give this ship an 
American register.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—[({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Pitcairn islanders, for 
the first time since the mutineers of 
the Bounty were discovered on that isl- 
and, in 1808," will have regular com- 
munication with the outside world. 
Sometimes, even in recent years, ships 
have touched at the island only once 
a year. Now comes word from Tahiti 
that Pitcairn will have regular service 
with Manga Reva and Tahiti. : 
Philip Coffin. an old man who was 
shipwrecked on Pitcairn twenty years 
ago, has stirred up this enterprise. 
Coffin came here three years ago from 
Pitcairn; but had a hard time getting 
back, as he was carried to England. He 
came back in the same ship, and finally 
reached Tahiti a few months ago. 
There he met Russell McKoy, Governor 
of Pitcairn, who had gone to Papeete 
from Manga Reva in the ship Pyrenees, 
which he had helped to save from de- 
struction. In a letter just received 
from Coffin, the old man says he has 
prevailed upon McKoy to buy a good- 
sized schooner at Papeete, which will 
be used by the islanders to make voy- 
ages to Manga Reva, at which traders 
regularly cali from Tahiti. 
Manga Reve is 300 miles north of 
Pitcairn. In this manner the descend- 
ants of the Bounty miutineers will 
maintain intercourse with the world.

Medi aid was summoned as soon 
as possible, and everything possibie 
done for the wounded engineers, who 
were taken by a special train to the 
railroad hospital at San Francisco. The 
body of the dead fireman was taken to 
the morgue in this city.

NATIONAL PARKS. 


NEW REGULATIONS GIVEN OUT. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The Inte- 
rior Department today promulgated 
new regulations that make important 
changes in the policy governing the 
Yosemite, Sequota and Gen. Grant Na- 
tional parks in California. Under the 
new rules, owners of patented land 
within the park Umits are entitled to 
their full use and enjoyments, but the 
metes and bounds of such lands shall 
be marked so as to readily be distin- 
guished from the parks. Stock may 
be taken over the park lands to pat- 


the superintendent. 

The herding or grazing of loose stock 
or cattle of any kind upon government 
lands in the parks, or driving them 
over the same is strictly forbidden, ex- 
cept where authority ‘s granted by the 
superintendent. 

The regulations provide that the sale 
or use of liquor, posting advertise- 
ments or herding of live stock in the 
parks without authority; also fishing 
for profit, and in any other way than 
with hook and line be prohibited.

Dispatch.] Bat“ Masterson, who has 
a record of having killed twenty-eight 
men, and who is a gambler of national 
reputation, was one of four men who 
were arrested today and locked up at 
police headquarters on a charge of 
having in their possession a crooked 
gambling layout, consisting of ten 
packs of cards, all marked, a faro 
table, and two bushels of chips. 

Masterson had a pistol in his pocket, 
but did not use it. The other men 
said they were James A. Sullivan, a 
“Pacific Coast horseman; J. F. Saun- 
ders, a bookmaker of Denver, and 
Leopold Frank, who described himself 
as a Chicago gambler. The prisoners 
were arrested in a boarding-house at 
No, 107 West Sixty-ninth street, where 
they engaged the parlor floor yester- 
day 


They told the landlady they were 
drummers and needed a nice, respecta- 
ble place where they could receive cus- 
tomers. The complainant against them 
is a Chicago man named Snow, a guest 
at the Waldorf. He says he was 
fleeced by them out of $17,000 in Chi- 
cago, and that he came to this city 
hoping they would follow him, as he 
knew they regarded him as an easy 
mark.” 

Snow told Capt. Titus the reason he 
aid not try to have them arrested in 
Chicago was he had no faith in the 
police there. 

A few days ago, Snow said, he was 
introduced to Saunders at the Waldorf- 
Astoria. Saunders told him he knew z 
way of getting the $17,000 back and 
promised to take him to the gamblers 
who were easy, he said. He made 
an engagement with Snow for today 
at the Sixty-ninth-street house. Snow 
met Detective Sergeants Tinker, Col- 
Uns and Gargan at the Waldorf-As- 
torfa this afternoon, and they drove 
to the Sixty-ninth-street address in 
Waldorf cabs. Snow and three detec- 
tives walked right in. The crooked 
gambling outfit was waiting for them. 

The faro table was equipped with 
wires and buttons which would en- 
able the dealer to keep track of all 
his cards and play them as he pleased. 
The cards which the detectives found 
are known to gamblers as “strippers,” 
“readers” and skinners.“ By them a 
dealer can always tell the card he 
turned out. When the detectives got in- 
to the house, one of the gamblers—- 
Capt. Titus said the gang consisted 
of five members—escaped by running 
out of the basement. The gamblers 
submitted to arrest without trouble. 

It was not long before a great turn- 
out of gamblers began to flock to po- 
lice headquarters. hey came in cabs,

You are accordingly authorised in 
the course your return journey to 
Manila to visit Rome and there ascer- 
tain what church authorities have the 
power to negotiate for and determine 
upon a sale of the lands of the reli- 
gious orders in the Philippine Islands, 
and if you find, as we are informed, 
that the officers of the church at Rome 
have such power and authority you 
will endeavor to attain the results 
above indicated. Any negotiations 
which you may enter upon are always 
subject to granting of power by Con- 
gress to follow the negotiations by 
binding action. In any conferences 
and negotiations you will bear in mind 
the following propositions which are 
deemed to be fundamental, and which 
should be fully and frankly stated to 
the other side in the negotiations: 

First—One of the controlling prin- 
ciples of our government is the com- 
plete separation of church and state, 
with the entire freedom of each from 
any control or interference by the 
other. This principle is imperative 
wherever American jurisdiction ex- 
tends, and no modification or shading 
thereof can be a subject of discussion.. 

Second—It is necessary to deal now 
with the results of establishing a gov- 
ernment controlled by this principle in 
the Philippine Islands, which have for 
centuries been under an entirely dif- 
ferent system, with church and state 
closely united, and having. functions of 
the one exercised by agents of the 
other; where the church has long con- 
trolled and acted virtually as the agent 
of the state in the field of public in- 
struction and public charities, and has 
from time to time acquired large prop- 
erties held by it * by its subordinate 
corporations or cers for these pub- 
lic uses. A novel situation has been 
created, under which the adjustment 
of means to ends appropriate to the 
former system entirely fails to pro- 
duce the intended result under the 
new system, and the separation of 
church and state requires to be fol- 
lowed by a readjustment and rear- 
rangement in the interests both of 
church and of state and for the at- 
tainment of the great ends of civil 
government, of education, of charity 
and of religion. . 

Third —By reason of the separation, 
the religious orders can no longer per- 
form in behalf of the state the duties 
in relation to public Instruction and 
public charities formerly resting — 
them, and the power which they for- 
merly exercised, through their relations 
to the civil government being now 
withdrawn, they fird themselves the 
objects of such hostility-on the part

$15,000 per annum. I see that the Cuban 
Congress has voted that Mr. Palma’s 
salary shall be $25,000." ; 

Secretary Root says this has been 
fully made known to Congress in for- 
mer reports, and neither house has 
made any objection. The Secretary 
says in his letter as to the legal phases 
of the subject: “I should hardly sup- 
pose that the House of Representatives 
would wish to adopt a resolution which 
implies ignorance on its part of the 
authority of the President of the Unitea 
States under the law of military occu- 
pation, to apropriate and expend the 
revenues of the government of the oc- 
cummed country 

Five of the Democratic members of 
the Military Committee unite in a 
minority report, which says in part: 

“Gen, Wood is an offer of the 
United States Army, and as such officer 
was Governor-General .of Cuba and 
in command of the United States forces 
in Cuba.

TRANGE PROBLEM 
OF HUMAN APATHY. 


WHY DO PEOPLE CHOOSE TO LIVE 
NEAR VOLCANOES? 
The World Over, These Trustful Folk 
are Heedless of Warnings Which 


Would Cause the Nervous New Yor 
to Pack Up and Move. : 


(New Tork Mail and Express:] As 

news of the great tragedy at St. 
erre begins to be known.the wonder 
j increases among those who dwell in 
this part of the world where volcanoes 
are unknown, that a larger number of 
the inhabitants did not seek safety in 
“flight. It ts ipreh ible that 
among thousands of persons none 
would take warning, and at least make 
an effort to get away before they were 
cut down liké grain before the mower. 
| It is true that when the last up- 
heaval and the fatal blast came there 
Was no longer time to do anything. 
But it ts also plain from what has been 
| cabled that many did not realize they 
were in danger. They were found 
| with features as peaceful as if asleep, 
While others showed the terror that 
had possessed them and the ny 
through which they had passed. os 
who went to St. Pierre to bury the 
dead found on every hand mute testi- 
mony that the unfortunate natives had 
realized their danger too late—only 
when the whirlwind of killing heat was 
sweeping down on them. 

For all that, the death-dealing blast 
did not come hout warning. Mont 
Pelee had been angry for many days 
before, and each day its growls. had 
grown louder, the volume of vapor 
was higher and thicker, and the dust 
and cinders increased. Apparently 
some of the Inhabitants of the city 
did become apprehensive, for it ts re- 
ported that an Investigation was made, 
followed by a report that there was 
no need for alarm; and this in a gec- 
tion of the world where thousands o' 
lives had been lost and the greatest 
volcank eruptions the worid has ever 
krown had occurred. 

WOULD NEW YORKERS STAY? 


How long would native New Yorkers 
have remained in such a place under 
such conditions. A email blast of dyna- 
mite that jars the windows occasionally 
is sufficient to send any of us out to 
look up those réeenonsible for it and 
learn what fit is all about and why it 
isn't stopped, because it annoys us. If 
that doesn't stop it. we go to court and 
get out an injunction § forthwith and 
hold up the whole job until the win- 
dows cease to rattle; or we get dam- 
ages because our peace of mind has 
been disturbed, or the servants won't 
stay or the children have been 
frightened. If the earth is disturbed by 
blasts and the house settles a trifle, 
we move out and the subway con- 
tractor, bearing heavy damage suits, 
buys up the property. : 

In other words, we don't walt for the 
big thing to happen, but take the first 
warning as an indication of what might 
happen, and insure our safety. We 
would have hurried to a safe place 
when Mont Pelee was sounding the 
warnings and not waited for the final 
destructive outburst. 

To mary it is inconceivable that 
humans should dwell where they are 
in danger of annihilation by volcanoes 
or earthquakes, or both, for they fre- 
quently come together, yet a Javanese 
would probably laugh at you if you 
asked him to explain it. The native 
of Java is in a perfect hotbed of vol- 
canoes, for on that island alone there 
are forty-five volcanoes, twenty-eight 
of which are active. The Javanese 
have their little earthquake almost 
daily, but they take great pride in their 
‘fertile soil and their enormous crops. 
They point proudly to their mountaina, 
which are mostly volcanic, and ag | a 
few of them tell you how, in 1772, Pa- 
panayang, a mountain fifteen miles 
jong and six miles wide, was swallowed 
by the earth. They have also a Upas 
valley, which is so full of noxious gases 
from extinct volcanoes that when ani- 
mals wander in there they die. Many 
of the natives do recall how in June, 
1867, an earthquake shook up Djok- 
jokarta and the surrounding country 
and that 300 lives and much property 
were destroyed. 
JAVANESE OF TODAY CARELESS. 

These disturbances were far apart, 
but then the Javanese knew all about 
the most wonderful and greatest vol- 
eanic eruption of all, that of Kraka- 
toa, in 1883, about which much has 
been written recently. The effects of 
that eruption were noticeable 3000 
miles away, yet the Javanese and the 
natives of the adjoining islands, all 
of which are in the volcanic belt, seem 
to feel that the worst will not happen 
to them, and continue on their way as 
placidly as if no such thing as a vol- 
cano was near to threatén them. 

The history of Vesuvius indicates 
how little the natives of that part of 
the world fear the fate of generations 
that proceeded them. Spartacus and hits 
faithful band once found refuge in the 
crater of Vesuvius, but that was before 
the modern reckoning of time began. 
After the destruction of Herculaneum 
and Pompeli, there were many minor 
eruptions. Great upheavals came in 
1086, 1138 and 1306. In 1538 the hill now 
known as Monte Nuova, across the bay 
of Naples, was formed to the height 
of 440 feet by the agitation of Ve- 
suvius. 

In 1631 18.900 persons were killed by 
another eruption. In 1822 the cone was 
brought down 900 feet. In 1831 there 
| was another outbreak, and there have 
deen eruptions since. Yet today if Ve- 
suvius should break out with savage 
force, which it is liable to do, none 
can tell how many lives would t 
sacrificed. Certainly it cannot he said 


that Vesuvius has not given ample 
warning of what the world must ex- 
pect. 

NATIVES WAIT TO SEE. 

The natives thereabout do not be- 
come alarmed when Vesuvius begins to 
spout. They wait to see what is going 
to happen before they think of leav- 
ing, simply because they have always 
been accustomed to that sort of thing. 
Still, if people would refrain 
founding settlements near volcanoes 
and where earthquakes had caused 
damage, a goodly portion of America, 
both North and South, would be un- 
inhabited, The volcanic belt runs 
along our Pacific Coast up into Iceland 
and sweeps around the world down to 
New Zealand. Mount Shasta, pointed 
out to travelers to the Pacific Slope 
as one of the great sights beyond the 
Rocky Mountains, is a volcano that is 
snow-capped all the year round. Mount 
Ranier on the Pacific Slope, is another, 
though no one in that section is afraid 
of either. 

On the island of Hawaii are three 
active vents which emit lava at fre- 
quent intervals. There were bad eru 
tions on the island in 1832 and 1840. In 
the latter year the lava ran from one 
volcano, Kilauea, a distance of thirty 
miles, when it reached the sea. The 
flow was over a mile wide. In 1880 
Mauna Loa, on the same island, wag in 
eruption and threatened Hilo. a town 
on the east coast, thirty-three miles 
from the volcanic disturbance. 

As to the extent of the vodicanic 
chain, it includes in the Atlantic such 


islands as Ascension, Cape Verde, St. 
Hel Canaries and Azores, and runs 
up to Iceland and Jan Mayen. On the 


western circuit there are the many 
volcanoes of Mexico, Kamtchatka, Ja- 
pan, Kurile Islands, Solomon Island:, 
New Zealand and the Friendly. Society 
and Marquesas Islands. 

IN OUR NEW POSSESSIONS. 

Even in the Philippines they are 
common, so that the United States now 
takes a more direct interest in such 
matters than before. Hawali was ac- 
quired the Philippines taken and the 
Danish West Indies negotiated for. 

It is an interesting fact that only in 
Mexico are there volcanoes situated 
inland at a distance from the coast. 
The volcanoes of the world are found 
usually on islands or along the coast. 
Settlements grow up in such places 
because they are convenient and nec- 
essary for the commercial interests 
of the world. We have not been free 
from disturbances by nature. The 
Charleston earthquake of 1386 ts still 
fresh in the memory. Charleston re- 
covered and has had no shock since. 
About four years before this the t 
city of New York experienced a slight 
shock and was properly frightened for 
a couple of days. Away back in 1811 
a severe earthquake shock was felt at 
New Madrid, Mo., though it had no 
known connection with a volcanic 
chain or anything that might be ex- 
pected to produce a shock. 

In South America earthquakes have 
been frequent. In Caracas 10.000 lives 
were lost in 1812 yet Caracas has wn 
ever since, despite frequent shocks 
since that time. Chile has experienced 
many shocks. but the city has not been 
much disturbed. In fact, with only 
two or three exceptions, earthquakes 
and volcanic eruptions have not been 
able to drive civilized man. in recent 
times, from any place in which he once 
has set his foot and begun to do bust- 
ness, no matter how great the dan- 
gers that threaten him.

Acts xxii, 33: Council at Jerusalem.” 


THE CONNECTION. 

Paul and Barnabas are once more 
back at their starting point, Antioch, 
after an abéence of nearly five years. 
They went out, Barnabas and Saul; 
they come back Paul and Barnabas. 
They went out to preach to Jews 


mainly; the chief triumphs were 


among the Gentiles. They went into 
a new territory; they leave now four 
churches. as torches on the plateaus 
of Asia. The news of their success is 
joyfully received at Antioch, and there 
they abide “no little time with the 
discipies,"’ teaching and training them. 
Just at this time the great controversy 


of Paul's life opens. The lesson tells 


ws about it. 
At Jerusalem, some of the Jewish 


Christians, never ceased to think that 


the Gentiles should become Jews in 
becoming Christians. They kept the 
agitation going, and they sent men 
everywhere to stir up doubt. When 
those emissaries came to Antioch, the 


peopie there appointed a committee 


to go up to Jerusalem and confer with 
the wisest brethren to see if the emis- 
saries had been really sent by them 
| and properly represented the mother 
church. Paul, the great preacher; 


Barnabas born a ceremonialist, but 


born again a Christian; Titus, a full 

blooded Gentile—these were the com- 
mittee. They wisely told the aposties 
and leading brethren at Jerusalem 
what they had done, and how these 
Judaizers had troubled them. Our 
lesson shows their decision. 


THE LESSON. 


I. 
“The Decision and the Later.“ (Verses 22-29.) 

Then it seemed good to the aposties 
and the elders with the whole church 
to choose men out of their company 
and send them to Antioch with Paul 
and Barnabas, namely, Judas, calied 
Barsabas, and Silas, chlef men among 
the brethren; and they wrote thus by 
therm: The aposties and the elder 
brethren unto the brethren which are 
of the Gentiles in Antioch and Syria 
and Cilicia, greeting: For as much 
as we have heard that certain which 
went out from us have troubled you 
with words, subverting your souls; to 
whom we gave no commandment, it 
seemed good unto us, having come to 
one accord, to choose out men and 
gend them unto you with our beloved 
Barnabas and Paul, men that have 
hazarded their lives for the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. We have sent, 
therefore, Judas and Silas, who them- 
geives shall also tell you the same 
things by word of mouth. ‘For it 
seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and 
to us, to lay upon you no greater bur- 

Gen than these necessary things; that 
ye abstain from things sacrificed to 
Mols, and from blood and from things 

strangied, and from fornication; from 
which, if ye keep yourselves, it shail 
de well with you. Fare ye well.“ 

We must look at the situation a lit- 
tle more closely. Three parties had 
early emerged in the church life at 
Cerusalem— the progressives, with 
burning zeal, ke Stephen and Phillip, 
who at once followed the lead of 
Providence and went preaching to 
everyone who needed the gospel; the 
teachable conservatives, like Peter and 
James and John, who had to 
taught powerfully before they would 
believe that Gentiles did not have 
to become Jews before they could 
— saved, and who observed ceremonies 

ves as a matter of expediency, 
and the Pharisaic party, who never 
ceased to demand that circumcision 
and the rest of the ceremonial law 
Was necessary to salvation. The lat- 
ter were fairly good people, and at 
first confined their efforts to the 
church at Jerusalem. But when they 
heard of the Gentiles coming in at 
Antioch and other places they organ- 
ized a propaganda and sent opt emis- 
gsaries to counteract the teachings of 
Paul. Paul was their special aversion. 
They were an example of fairly good 
men, contending for a false idea, and 
growing more and more narrow, false, 
vicious, unscrupulous. They happened 
first to Antioch, and seem to bave be- 
gun their pernicious work about the 
time Paul and Barnabas returned. 

These “certain men —Paul calls them 
“false brethren, privily brought in to 

out our liberty, which we have in 
rist Jesus, that they may bring 
us into bondage.” 

We must learn from the omitted 
verse, and from Paul's account of this 
visit in Galatians how wisely they did 
in presenting this matter. 

Personally and officially they were 
received with warmth by the whole 
church, with its officials, and we see 
threughout the whole period the pru- 
dence of Paul, and the narrow pro- 
gramme of the Judaistic party. At 
that first public reception, Paul and 
Barnabas wisely rehearsed the story 
of their work, among Jews and Gen- 
tiles without raising any questions, 
and the result of it was evident in the

ren. That was all. But the nar- 
row party sprang up and violated the 
spirit of a purely fraternal occasion 
by making their demand that Gentiles 
should be circumcised and keep the 
whole law of Moses. At Antioch they 
only bald the Gentiles must be circum-

whole —— It was logical. If cir- 

fon was necessary, then all that 
goes with it is necessary. If you are 
saved by ceremonies, then you must 
not omit one. The issue is at last 
joined, in its plainest form, at the 
headquerters of Christianity. A clear 
decision is necessary now. 

After this reception, Paul and Bar- 
nabas, as Paul tells us in Gal. 2, had 
private interviews with the leading 
men—Péter, James, John and others— 
and then they all gathered at a later 
time, it would seem, to give a fina) de- 
cision. The church as a whole was as- 
sembied, as we learn (verses 12 and 22.) 
though ‘only. the aposties and elders 
are mentioned. 

We omit that part of the story 
which gives the discussion in the as- 
sembly. It was just this: Peter got 
up and told how God had showed him 
in a vision that the Gentiles could be 
saved, and had then saved Cornelius 
and sealed the salvation by the gift 
of the Holy Spirit, thus settling it. 
There was no argument, a simple state- 


ment of fact. Then James, brother 


of our Lord, dignified, conservative, 
weighty, brought out the argument 
from the Old Testament. He then 
outlined the proper policy to pursue, 
namely, to write a letter and tell the 
Gentiles that they need not be cir- 
cumcised, but as the law of Moses ts 
read everywhere in the synagogues 
and the Jewish Christians have them 
always in mind, they, the Gentil 

must concede something to Jewish sen 
timents. The decision was reached. 
No one seems to have spoken es an of- 
ficer. There had been no discord at 
any time among the aposties and eld- 
ers. The church as a whole acted. 
The decision was unanimous, which 
means that the Judaizers either voted 
with the majority, or submitted with- 
out bringing in a “minority report.“ 
thinking that the concessions asked of 
the Gentiles were partly in their favor.

If they professed to accept the decis- 
ion, it was not in goed faith, for from 
that day on they carried on a sys- 
tematic propaganda and waged a cruel 
war on Paul as long as he uved. They 
sent their emissaries everywhere for 
years after this, who followed up Paul 
with vicious and malicious charges. 
They would tell his converts that his 
version of the gospel was not true; 
that he was not one of the twelve 
aposties; that he had no authority 
from the other aposties. They per- 
verted his noble self-denial in abstain- 
ing from marriage, and from a sup- 
port to which he was entitled. Now 
at Jerusalem the principle of faith 
alone as necessary to salvation won 
the day, though it would take years 
to unify the two wings of Christen- 
dom. The letter they wrote seems to 
have been dictated by James; it has 
the Freeting that he uses in his 
episties. It is the first Christian docu- 
ment. It was addressed to Antioch, 
and also to the country in which An- 
tioch is situated, Syria, and also Cili- 
cia, where Paul had probably founded 
churches; and it was to de used 
wherever the troublesome question was 
raised. It con ed the spirit of the 
men who had troubled them and dis- 
claimed having given them any au- 
thority. It declared high confidence 
in Paul and Barnabas as men who had 
rendered up their lives for the sake 
of the gospel. It claimed that the Holy 
Spirit had given them to understand 
that it was His decision, too. It recog- 
nized their salvation without circum- 
cision. It made no demand on them 
Save that they humor the prejudice 
of their Jewish brethren in not eating 
things offered to idols, nor eating 
blood, nor things strangled, whereby 
they might eat blood. The other pro- 
hibition—to abstain from fornication— 
was not of the same nature in the 
eyes of the Jews, but it was, with Gen- 
tiles, and it would be more effective in 
this connection. 


“The Newe Brought Back, (Verses 29-33.) 

“So they, when they were dismissed, 
came down to Antioch, and having 
gathered the multitude together, they 
delivered the epistle. And when they 
had read it, they rejoiced for the con- 
solation. And Judas and Silas, being 
themselves also prophets, exhorted the 
brethren with many words, and con- 
firmed them. And after they had spent 
some time there, they were dismissed 
in peace from brethren unto those 
that had sent them forth.” 

The question had been settled by the. 
Holy Spirit; it was now settied by the 
decision at Jerusalem; it was settled 
by the enligatened conviction of all 
fair Christians. But there were some 
false and some narrow brethren, who 
would never yield, and great wisdom 
is needed in dealing with them. 

When the committee came back to 
Antioch, they called the whole church 
together, which shows they had no idea 
of taking the matter out of the church’s 
hands. 

It was well for them all that they 
had the letter, for no one could dis- 
pute that. It was well that they were 
supported by two brethren, who came 
all the way from Jerusalem to con- 
firm the report. The name of Judas 
is very Jewish, and it would have its 
own weight. Their exhortation to the 
churches to be firm and courageous 
was specially grateful to their dis- 
turbed hearts. We can see how they 
would have great joy. It was a relief: 
it was an added element of power in 
their work for the Gentiles; it was a 
weapon with which they would meet 
and defeat Judaizers in the future. The 
letter was not needed by Paul for his 
own sake, for he had been taught it 
and his purpose was fixed: but he 
needed it as a weapon to rout false 
teaching and false claims, and as a 
comfort to relieve unsettled and un- 
happy hearts. The two brethren re- 
turned to Jerusalem bearing grateful 
greetings from Antioch, yd Silas evi- 
dently came back at once, for in a lit- 
tle while he and Paul start out on a 
missionary tour together. 


WHAT THE MASTERS SAY. 


Even at this distance of time, from 
an oriental standpoint, and in view 
of the social conditions of India today, 
this is a most astounding address.

It is well said, then, “It seemed good 
to the Holy Spirit, * for this is none 
other than the finger of God. Would 
the very poorest specimens of Mo- 
hammedans condescend to call the most 
exhalted Christians “brethren” or a 
Brahmin acknowledge a low-caste 
Hindo? I have seen some of the most 
abject paupers refuse matrimonial 
alliances with cultured and well-to-do 
fellow-countrymen on social or racial 


grounds.—[Howle.

BUYS OIL LANDS.

REPORTED TO HAVE ACQUIRED A 
SLICE IN SUNSET. 


Pacific Refinery Begins Operations— 
Standard’s Great Enterprise—Local 
at Work on Ventura- 
Bakersfield Electric Line—Doings in 
Stock. 


The Southern Pacific Company is 
taking a hand in the flurry in oll lands, 


having decided to do some buying on 


its own account. According to infor- 
mation received here yesterday, the 
company has just completed a pur- 


chase in the Sunset (field, having 


bought of Easton, Eldridge & Co. of 
this city forty acres in one of the pro- 
ductive corners of the district. 

The property is situated in the south- 
east quarter of section 12, and is 
proven territory. It is understood 
that the purchaser will fully develop 
the land, taking all of the product for 


its own use. What the consideration. 


was is not reported, but it is believed 
to have been a good round sum, as 
the land is strictly oil producing. 

Another sale of importance is hang- 
ing fire in the Sunset field. A local 
property holder having under consid- 
eration an offer for a good slice of its 
territory. If present plans are car- 
ried out the sale will be consummated 
next week. 

PACIFIC BEGINS OPERATIONS. 

Another large refinery, which will 
draw its supply from the Kern River 
field, is in operation. It is now re- 
ported that the Pacific plant on the 
Santa Fé near Bakersfield has started 
up, although it is not yet running its 
full capacity, When fully equipped 
for business the Pacific will be abie to 
treat 900 barrels of oil a day. That 
total will make up into about 40 per 
cent. of liquid asphaltum. The plant 
is equipped with three stills each, with 
a capacity of 300 barrels. 

In addition to stills, the company 
has erected warehouse, storage 
tanks, air compressor and many other 


improvements. The trackage has been 


inid for ten cars, and five cars can be 
unloaded at once.

BIG 


BUNDLE MONEY. 


Known Heirs. 


ITHOUT a known friend or rela- 

tive in the world, and seemingly 

a poor man, Charles Hill, aged 
between 75 and 80 years, died three 
weeks ago at the Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital in this city, from the infirmities 
incident to old age. ’ 

By merest accident and with but a 
slight clew to work on, Public Admin- 
istrator C. G. Kellogg found in Hill's 
safety-deposit box, in the Union Bank 
of Savings, in what was supposed to 
be a bundle of old papers belonging 
to the deceased, $140,000 in currency. 

It is known that the man had been 
here seven years or thereabouts, that 
he lived in cheap lodging-houses and 
took his meals at cheap restaurants; 
but whether Charles Hill was really 
his name, where he came from, where 
he accumulated such a fortune or 
whether he has any heirs, are matters 
which will require the most careful 
investigation. Such a mysterious 
treasure never was found in this county 
before. ; 

Uniess an heir or heirs can be found 
the money will be turned over to the 
State, and should it remain in the 
custody of the State Treasurer for 
seven years without any persons suc- 
cessfully aseerting their claim, the 
money will become the permanent 
property of the State of California, 
Hill, if that was his name, applied at 
the Good Samaritan Hospital during 
the first week in May for treatment. 
He was suffering from no particular 
Gisease, but there had been a general 
breaking down of his system, which 
made him too weak to care for him- 
self. He first stated that what he de- 
sired was a rest and careful nursing, 
but after a few days it became evident 
that he had gone to the hospital to 
die. He, too, realized this, and instead 
of combatting the growing weakness 
he seemed to yield to the inevitable, 
and toid his nurses that he knew that 
he would never leave the place alive. 
He was extremely deaf, and con- 
versation with him was difficult. It 
Was necessary to write nearly every- 
thing, and toward the last his eyesight 
failed to such an extent that it was 
almost impossibie for him to see what 
Was written. 


The matron at the hospital, knowing 
that he wee near —— asked him 
many whether t ve 

might be 


some relative or 

notified of his condition. This ques- 
tion he evaded whenever possible, but 
when asked directly he replied, “Not 
a soul in the world,” and with that 
he would say no more. 

HIS, PAST A SEALED BOOK. 
Under instructions from the matron 
the nurses tried to get him to tell 
them about himself. He would talk 
about any other subject except his 
past life, but when that was hinted at 
he would become mute and refuse to 
a word. 

e was by no means a charity pa- 
tient. When he was admitted to the 
hospital he paid in advance for his 


bills containing about $200 was found 
on his person. Later and before his 
death, but after he had become un- 
conscious, one of the nurses found in 
his clothing a chamoise skin sack con-

n all. 
Toward the end his mind seemed to 
wander, and many times he groaned 
as if in agony, “Oh, it is so hard to 
die alone! Again he would moan, 
“Oh, I would give a fortune for one 
good friend.’ There were lucid inter- 
vals during the period of unconscious- 
ness and those about him, knowing 
that he had what to them was a for- 
tune, pressed him for some statement 
as to his

efforts were unsuccessful, for they in- 
variably got the same reply. Not a 
soul in the world,” and having said 
that, the old man would refuse to talk. 
e end came in less than ten days 
ater he had been admitted to the hos- 
pital. 
Public Administrator C. G. Kell 
was notified as soon as the man died, 
and was told of the $2200 which had 
been found on his person. The body 
was taken to the undertaking estab- 
lishment of Cunningham & O'Connor, 
and after having been held there for 
a day, was interred. 
From those in charge of the hospital 
the Public Administrator learned that 
Hill had been rooming at the lodging- 
house on the second floor at the south- 
west corner of Third and Main streets, 
and he found there an old trunk an! 
some clothing. He took charge of this 
property and had it removed to his 
office, meantime having -applied for 
and secured letters of administration 
upon the estate. | 
Then Mr. Kellogg began searching 
for Hill's heirs, intepiiing to give them 
what remained of the $2200 after the 
expenses of the admniinistration had 
been paid. 
A thorough search of the trunk found 
in Hus room failed to reveal any- 
thing which would throw any light 
upon his identity. There was a pe-

ELECTION or SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
_ AT LARGE FAVORED. 


Committee Will Report in Favor of 
Seven Members to Be Elected With- 
out Regard to Wards—Mayor to Ap- 
point Commission Members. 


After wo weeks’ rest the Charter 
Revision Committee resumed its labors 
last nigat and disposed of two impor- 
tant sections of the reporta of the Com- 
mittee on Elections and A 
The first was a reconsideration of a for- 
mer vote, relative to the election of the 
members of the Board of Education, by 
which the system was to remain as at 
present. In accordance with a unani- 
mous vote of the members present last 
night, the committee's report will rec- 
ommend that there be seven members 


of the Board of Education, to be 
élected at laige, regardless of the 
wards in which they may live. The 


other section disposed of related to the 
time that members of the Police, Fire 
and Park commissions shall serve. The 
Police Commission was the only one up, 
but the vote on the others will be 
practically che same. It was proposed 
be four members of 


Mayor to serve for two years succeed- 
ing his induction into office not more 
than two of whom shail belong to the 
same political party. 

The first question coming before the 
committee was introduced by Henry 
Mariz, who paid that he had been a 
citizen of Los Angeles since 1881, and 
had taken note that the personnel. of 
the school board was not as it used to 
be before the city charter was revised. 
He mentioned three or four obnoxious 
members of former boards, and the 
blame was laid on the present system 
of ward representation. Prof. Millard 
met Mr. Martz’s allegations with the 
statement that the present system pro- 
cured just as good men as it is possi- 
ble to have, and that the present Board 
of Education is as fine a body as could 
be got together in the State, 
Acting on the suggestion of M 
Martz, however, the former vote, whic 
resulted in a tie, was reconsidered, an 
the motion to elect at large was carri 
unanimously. 

A sharp debate followed Committee, 
man Haass motion to adopt the re

In defense of h 
motion, Mr. Haas said: 
is, shall these departments be taken 
out of politics?

If the Mayor 
presides over a commission whose 
members are his appointees, and, 
therefore, his friends, they will prob- 
ably be swayed by him, and if he is a 
bad man you may judge of the result. 
It takes a new commissioner at least 
six months to learn his duties, and. 
under the present system that leaves“ 
him only a year and a half to act 
with any understanding. If he were 
appointed for four years, as the report 
contemplates, he might become pro- 
ficient. Under the present system a 
man's politics is the principal motive 
of his selection, and he is there to 
subserve personal and political ends: 
under the system suggested he would 
not necessarily be the tool of anyone, 
and could only be removed for 
reasons.” 

The popular idea. however, was 
voiced by Committeeman Fir!ayson, 
who said: “This method of appoint- 
ment might apply to the Board of 
Public Works or to the Board of 
Health. where considerable expert 
knowl dge is required, but in the Police 
and Fire commissions, which are the 
Mayor's cabinet in a sense, he should

LOS ANGELES WOMAN LONGS FOR 
THE BOER’S LAND. 


Mrs. Charles Jolliffe, Who Was a 
Hospital Matron in the British Army, 
Will Take Up Her Life in the Concen- 
tration Camps. 


There le one woman in Los Angeles 
who, although she is surrounded with 
friends and beauty, and all that a 
feminine heart usually holds dearest, 
pines for the desolated land for which 
Boer and Briton fought so long and 
fiercely, and thither she will go on one 
of the first trans-Atiantic steamers. 

This woman is Mrs. Charles R. Jol- 
liffe, who returned to this city from 
South Africa last November, after a 
year’s service as matron of one of the 
concentrat‘on camp hospitals. Charles 
R. Jolliffe, her husband, was a corporal 
in the Second Regiment of the Johan- 
nesburg Mounted Rifles, a British 
brigade, and left when his time had 
expired. Both believe that suc¢ess is 
avaiting them in England's new pos- 
session. 

Mrs. Jolliffe was selected by Gen. 

itchener himself as an organizer and 
matron of the concentration hospitals, 
and after that statement nothing more 
need d as to her strength of 
character. She was at first only an 
ordinary trained nurse, but one day 
when the burghers were storming a 
blockhouse, not far from where the 
British column with which she was 
connected, held a position, she went out 
to bind up the wounds of those who 
had fallen, when the doctors could not 
be [nduced to move, and this act of 
bravery reached the ears of the com- 
manding general. | 

In speaking of her plans for the 
future in South Africa, Mrs. Jolliffe 
yesterday said: “We will probably go 
to Durban, which is on the east coast, 
and decide there more definitely where 
‘we shall locate. In general my work 
will be among the women and chi- 
dren of the Transvaal, whe have been 


rendered homeless by the war, and 
who must be provided for until the 
British government can e them 


comfortable on their own land. 

“There are about 70,000 in these con- 
centration camps, averaging perhaps 
5000 to a camp. They live in great 
military camps, with tents for shelter 
and rations provided by the govern- 
ment, and the problem will be to get 
them on their own land, and give them 
substitutes for the homes that were 
burned through the necessity of war. 

“For hundreds of miles the country 
has been laid waste, and where for- 
merly the homes of burghers dotted 
the veldt, there are now ashes. The 
government ie may swiftly. though. 
ind alre dy hundreds of portable huts 
have been taken from Cape Town a d 
given to the Boers, who leave the con- 
centration camps as fast as they are 
provided for. 

“It will be a long time before the 
camps will have been entirely dis- 
banded, and until that time those who 
are left in them must be cared for. 
The hospitals will be maintained, as 
they were during hostilities, and. no 
doubt, many will die of camp diseases 
before homes have been made for all 
of them. It will require an army al- 
most to care for them, and I will need 
scores of assistants to carry out the 
hospital work. 

“South Africa is sure to advance rap- 
idly now, with the access of new blood, 
and we expect to see many of our 
friends in that country before long. 


NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING. 


Its Returns are Quicker and More Re- 
liable Than Those from Magazines— 
Magazine Advertising Decreasing. 

Following are extracts from a recent 


on the relative value of newspaper and 
magazine advertisements: 

The manager of a first-class food 
product was induced, not long ago, to 
place over $5000 in magazine advertis- 
ing. After the work wag done and his 
money spent, he declared that he con- 
sidered his entire appropriation thrown 
away. as he was unable to trace «a 
dollar in results from the venture: and 
he is now skeptical as to the effective. 


ness of any form of advertising. 


A firm in London, proprietors of a 
well-known household article, had a 
similar experience. They intrusted 
£20,000 to an American agency for the 
purpose of advertising thelr goods in 
the magazines of this country: but, 
some time after this form of publicity 
was started. in a conference with the 
writer, they intimated that they were 
still looking, though in vain, for an 
adequate return from their outlay. 

It requires no argument to show that 
the daily newspaper affords the quick- 
est means to get before the people. 
Immediate improvement may be made 
of an opportunity. without waiting a 
month or six weeks. as in the case of 


a magazine, before even publication is 


achieved. Again, volume and tre- 
quency of advertising may be con- 
trolled constantly and perfectly, so as 
to conform with varying conditions of 
the market, weather. etc. That the 
daily newspaper affords most thorough 
canvassing of any city or section is 
equally apparent, for through it prac- 
tically every home and available cus- 
tomer in any community may be ad- 
dressed; while magazines, the most 
popular and of greatest circulation, 
must tnevitably appeal to only a cer- 
tain class of readers, scattered through- 
out the land. 

Another consideration of greatest 
moment in this day, when every grocer 
or dry goods dealer or druggist is al- 
most overwhelmed by articles placed 
on sale with him, is the necessity of 
commanding codperation on the part 
of these local merchants—an aid im- 
possible to be secured through maga- 
zines. This cooperation has results 
valuable, not alone to the advertiser, 
but to the local man as well. for 
through the publicity that thus costs 
him nothing, new customers are 
brought into his place of business, and 
their dollars and cents turned into his 
till. Thus, in a way, the interests of 
the newspaper publisher, the dealer and 
the advertiser are linked together, 
making it an object to all parties to 
render the business profitable. _ 

As a result, the advertising patron- 
age of magazines has markedly de- 
creased, with more than corresponding 
increase in the employment of the 
daily newspaper.

0’ Hara’s Get-rich-quick 
Play Ended. 


— -- — 


Fabulous Sum Made by 
Turf Outfit. 


Three Hundred Victims and 
Prebabi $100,000 Secured 
in Los Angeles. 


Another get-rich-quick scheme hag 
gone the way of all others, and ab- 
sorbed thousands of the dollars of 
small investors, 

W. W. O'Hara, turf commissioner, 
Nos. 1120-1121 Union Trust Building, 
Cincinnati, O., is missing. Last week's 
“dividends” have not yet been paid. 
Anxious investors in Los Angeles have 
been unable to draw out their princi- 
pal. These facts tell the whole sad 
story. 

The failure of this concern is de- 
lieved to be one of the of the 
kind on record. Indications are that 
the operator amassed a fabulous sum 
from credulous investors in all parts 
of the country. If he did as well is 
other parts as in Los Angeles, O'Hara 
must have made approaching $1,000,- 
000, for no similar trap ever 
nearly so many suckers here. It ig 
stated by patrons well acquainted with 
the extent of the sharper’s operations 
that he found over 300 victimg here, 
and the total amount secured is va- 
riously estimated at from $12,000 to 
$100,000. 

VICTIMS KEEP MUM. 

As is nearly always the case the 
local victims of the “commissioner” 
are keeping very quiet about their 
losses, preferring to forego attempting 
prosecution, to the humiliation of ad- 
mitting their folly and their part in a 
gambling scheme. The Los Angeles 
officials of Wells-Fargo Company tes- 
tify to the large number of losers. 
Last Monday was dividend day, and 
with it came the first intimation of 
disaster. The interest that formerly 
came so promptly by express money 
orders, did not arrive, and there wers 
scores of disappointed applicants for 
profits. It was not until yesterday that 
the news came from Cincinnati, in 
response to a telegraphic inquiry by an 
investor, that O' Hara has left town.” 

The news was about the worst

PROMINENT VICTIMS. 

“Most of the people who went into 
the deal invested their money with 
their eyes open, and are entitled te 
no more sympathy than any gambler 
who ‘takes a chance’ and loses. 
knew such a good thing could not pos- 
sibly last very long, and took the risk, 
I made money out of the thing, but it 
is not my fauit that I got out in time. 
It was merely a stroke of luck. I needed 
the money for other uses, sent for it 
and receivd it back promptly. That 
was about two months ago. They al- 
ways remitted the principal promptl 
on demand. That is, before they clo 
their books—it would probably be im- 
posible to get anything back now. 

“You'd be surprised to know the num- 
ber of prominent who had 
money in that deal. 
who invested $500, and some put 
thousands. From my own knowledge 
I can figure up about $12,000 lost. and 
there are many I don't Know of. 
course, the victims would rather stand 
the loss of a few hundred dollars than 
have !t known that they were in such 
a deal, and there will be no roar from 
this city. Even if O'Hara was caught 
and some one cared to prosecute, I 
don't think he could be convicted of 
any crime. He made no promises ex- 
cept that money sent him would be in- 
vested to the best . and did 
not guarantee anything. e knew the 
law, and evidently got around it. 

O’ HARA’S NEW WRINKLES. 

In general O’Hara’s scheme was like 
many that have fleeced greedy invest- 
ors so often before, and it would seem 
that the publicity given the collapse of 
Miller’s famous big-interest concern at 
Philadelphia about two years ago 
would make impossible such great sue 
cess as has been O'Hara's. But the Cin- 
cinnat! man had several new methods, 
although undoubtedly he paid his 
high interest out of new investments, 
as all others have done. 

O'Hara used the mails little, for fear 
of prosecution by Uncle Sam for using 
the mails to defraud. Interest was 
paid by express money orders, and he 
advertised guardedily in all of the big 
daily newspapers that would accept his 
copy. His plan was to send a half- 
dozen of his circulars’ to prominent 
sporting men in each city by express 
package. When the first few investors 
had received a few remittances of in- 
terest the snap would be too good to 
enjoy alone, and they would drag their 
friends in. Like a sucessful “endless 
chain,” once started it had no bounds. 

The principe! circulars, entitled “Dol- 
lars and Horse Sense,” 
typographically and innocent in tone. 
It merely recites that with the proper- 
knowledge the races can be beaten, and 
states that the commissioner and his 
associates have that knowledge. It 
says that the concern is backing the 
nags very successfully, and desires to 
codéperate with the moneyed public in 
order to bet more. There is a long dis- 
sertation on the turf, a tabulated state- 
ment of profits paid in the past, and 
references to persons in many cities 
who are pleased with their invest- 
ments. It blandly asserts that 5 per 
cent. weekly means 260 per cent. an- 
nually,” ding that such interest is

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS DENIES 
PETITIONERS’ REQUEST. 
Statement Made That Opstacles Pre- 
vent Further Proceedings for Opening 


the Street at the Present Time—Sub- 
way Franchise Will Be Considered. 


Unfavorabie action was taken by the 
Board of Public Works yesterday afi- 


ernoon on the petition asking that New 


High street be opened from its present 
Southern termius at Franklin street 
through to Broadway. The petition 
‘wae denied, according to the Council- 
men, because of certain obstacles to 
the completion of the improvement at 
the present time. Evidently the board 
@id not believe in acting hastily, as 
the petition was filed one year ago, 
lacking eleven days. 

J. M. Elliott, president of the First 
National Bank, and former City At- 
torney Walter F. Haas appeared for 
Hiram Mayberry. Mr. Elliott declared 
that the interests he represents de- 
sired that some final action be taken, 
as the property was lying idle because 
of the proposed improvement. Attor- 
ney Haas stated that there appeared 
to be no hope that those favoring the 
improvement would came forward with 
the mecessary amount of money. He 
Geciared that it was unfair to hold the 
porposed improvement ever the head 
of his client and thereby prevent him 
from building on the property. To 
build in the face of condemnation pro- 
ceedings, he thought, would be very 
unsatisfactory. 

E. H. Winans declared that the pro- 

tious moment for opening the street 

now arrived. Old houses have 
been removed and the property cleared 
of all buildings. It was his belief that 
the street will be opened through to 
Broadway some day, and that the 
t time to it ig right now. He 
declared that some of the protesting 
porperty owners are willing to take a 
reasonable price for their holdings, but 
that others ask much more than their 
property is worth. Mr. Winans elab- 


p could not understand 
why the burden of an improvement 
that would benefit a large portion of 
the city should fall on the shoulders of 
afew. He said that some of the prop- 
erty Owners were not reasonabié in 
their demands, and that the only re- 
course was in ion proceed- 


ting the question among 
themselves for a few minutes, the 
board decided to deny the petition, the 
motion stating that there is necessity 
for the improvement, but that ob- 
stacies prevent the prosecution of the 
work at the present time.

WANT RIGHT OF WAY. 

It was practically decided by the 
board to report favorably on the peti- 
tion of the Los Angeles, Hermosa 
- Beach and Redondo Railway Com- 

pany for a right of way through the 
property owned by the city at the 
southern termination of the outfall 
sewer. The company asked a deed in 
fee simple to a strip fifty feet wide and 
_b740 feet long parallel with the coast 
line and about 150 feet back from the 

tide mark. The property was 
deeded to the city in 1892 by Dan Free- 
man as a terminus for the sewer. 

McLain objected to the grant of a 
‘@eed to the strip, but suggested that a 
right of way might be given the com- 
‘pany across the property, which would 
answer all purposes. There is a break 
im the outfall pipe so that the sewage 
is now deposited on the beach some 
@istance back from the sea. The old

OL, JOHN R. BERRY, commander, 


(oe the ill-fated Seventh Regiment, has 
risen to remark, anent the sticky 
mess that the Seventh’s officers have 
fallen into. | 

“Fighting John” hits out boldly and 
wildly. 

He intimates that the privates who 
made such seweeping charges against 
the regiment are slanderous wretches 
trying to hide their own gufit; that 
Capt. Fredericks, the commander of 
Troop D', ought to be court-martialed; 
that the civil courts ought to mind 
their own business, and. sad to say, 
that the learned dissertations indulgea 
in by the press of Los Angeles are “hog 
wash.” 

In an interview for The Times Col. 
Berry made the following statements: 

“My last official act, as regimental 
commander, before going Past, was to 
order a summary court-martial for tne 
trial of certain enlisted men of the 
There is nothing 
unusual or extraordinary in that, but 
the offense alleged was, or is, some- 
wht aside from the ordinary. 

“At the annual muster and inspection 
of the First Brigade, of -cvhich the 
Seventh Regiment is four-fifths or more 
three members of infantry companies 
in Los Angeles, who had not been dis- 
charged from their service as such, 
were mustered and inspected as mem- 
bers of Troop D, cavalry, which is an 
unattached fraction of this brigade. 
The enlistment of one who has been 
a member of another organization and 
has not been discharged therefrom, 
is a violation of the 50th article of war, 
and is not an ordinary or trivial or- 
fense, and the penalty for vio'ation 
is equally severe upon the one who 
enlists and the one who enlisfs him. 

“Before ordering the court-martial, 


I made such an ex parte investigation | 


as duty requires, and in doing so, learn- 
ed that the commanding officer of 
Troop D, into which the three men re- 


ferred to were enlisted, was informed 


by at least two responsible officers or 
the Seventh Infantry. before the enlist- 
ments were made, that the men were 
ineligible, because they had not been 
duly lischarged from the infantry. or- 
ganizations to which they belonged. 
There is no doubt that this is the fact, 
and the only issue there is ih whatever 
centroversy the appointment of this 
court-martial has given rise to, u ticir 
eligibility at the time they were en- 
listed in Troop D. | 

am told that it te alleged on be- 


nhalt of two of the men concerned. that 


their terms in infantry organizations 
had expired, and that they were en- 
titled to a discharge, which they haa 
applied for and had not received. This 
is a matter of evidence, and I am cer- 
tain the proof will show otherwise. in 
the case of at least one of the three, 
the proof will be a matter ef official rec- 
ord, and will show. bat his term had 
not expired, by as much as two years, 
and on the part of the other two, tnat

because they had expressly declared 
that they wished to reénlist. 


“If I am correctly informed, there

“It may suit the purpose of those
